General maneuvers are now being held in the normal manmuver areas of 
Weatern Bohemia. A great deal of emphasis has been placed on cetting 
all available troops and equipment into these. mancuvers, including the 
recall of 1500 men previously on duty as border patrols and the use of 
all tanks, over the protests of tank commanders that several months tould 
be required to put them back: in operational shape after maneuvers vere 
over. The reason for the emphasis is that present classes of conscripts 
ha-e been used almost entirely in industry and arriculture and it was 
considered imrerative that they be civen at least minfrum training in 
their conbat units. 


The 2nd Independent Mountein Brieade has been transferred from Slovakia 
to the Sumava area along the dmzon border. The reason for the move is 
to strengthen border control and is a part of a new general operational 
plan, This plan has not yet been issued to the section heads of the 
General Staff. 


On Avril 19 and 20 tu maatines af the officers of tha General Staff 

were held during which Gen. Svoboda, Minister Nosek, Gon. Prochaska,
